The tragig death of Miss Magdalene = 
Tomaso, the result of overcrowding and a de- 
fective gate on a train on the Metropolitan 
L“ in the rush hour Monday morning; ap- 
parently had no moral efféct on those who 
were in charge of the o tion of the cars. 
Nearly every car of every train which passed 
round the loop last evening was crowded not 
only pares the point of comfort. but to the 
point of endangering the passengers. 

It was the trainman’s inability to operate 
the gate of his car that was responsible for the 
death of Miss Tomaso, but no precautions 
have yet been taken to prevent the over- 
crowding of car platforms. Passengers hung 
over the gates of the cars, making it dimcult 
and in some cases Impossible for the trainmen 
to open and closé them. That nobody else 
was killed was more the result of chance than 
precautions to prevent the recurrence of the 
De Tomaso accident. 


Authority of Law Expected, 

The fight to prevent overcrowding began 
early in the morning. There was a confér- 
ence between Chief of Police Collinge and 
the city’s traction expert, Maurice F. Doty. 
Previous complaints had been made to the 
police chief that the overcrowding ot I. 
cares was 4 menace of life and Mmb, but he 
was hampered by ordinance power. 

“If you will tell me how to proceed and 
name the number of policemen necessary to 
carry on the work, I will stop the overcrowdéd 
ing of elevated trains,“ Chief Collins said to

MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN STEAMSHIPS, 


It is planned to place uniformed policemen 
on every station of the loop. Just how many 
passengers will be permitted on «ach car 
has not been decided, but Dr. Doty suggést- 
ed that not more than one end oné-half times 
the seating capacity of each car should be 
acceptable as safe. 

That every car leaving the loop during the 
rush hour in the evening had far overlapped 
the “safe” limit under this stipulation wae 
plain. The average senting Capacity of the 
cars need in the elevated trains te fifty-six. 
Dr. Doty, accordingly, would permit but 
eighty-four passengers on euch cars, A 
count of the passengers on the cars showed 
that the average was between 125 and 135, 
while some cars, with their overcrowdéd 
platforms, carried as many ab 150 and 100. 


Car Gate Found Defective: 

The inquest over thé body of Miss Tomaso 
resulted in a verdict ¢xonerating the train- 
men but criticising the condition of the train 
appliances. 

“If the appliances necessary for the proper 
manipulation of the te had deen in good 
order the guard would have been able to epen 
the gate, even against the company’s rulés, 
and saved her life,” was the wording of this 
part of the verdict. 

As I understand it, two things prevented 
you from averting the acoident—the deféctive 
gate lever and the overcrowded condition of 
the platform?” said Ald, Williem E. Dever, 
addressing Guard Anthony Seneca ia the 
course of the inquest. 

“ Exactly,” rephied the trainman. 

An attorney for the elevated railroad com- 
pany ende avored to show by the trainman 
that the girl’e fall was caused by an effort of 
one of the passengers to hold her on the car, 
thus drawing her off the platform of the 
station, This did not shake the man’s testi- 
mony, however. 


Blockades to Be Prevented. 


It is planned to divide the police forces for 
the supervision of gurface and elevated car 
traffic into two squads—the mounted police 
to prevent team sters from blockading surface 
cars and patrolmen to prevent the over- 
crowding ot L trains. 

Mounted policemen are to be stationed at 
every important Street intersection within 
the loop and on both the north and west 
sides of the river. Every teamster who 
arbitrarily blockades street car tracks will 
be arrested tf he refuses to move out on the 
first order of the policeman. 

Trouble with teamsters has been moet 
prevalent om the North Clark end Wells 
street lines South Of Michigan street and 
throughout the loo. On the west aide the 
teamsters the up street car traffic at will east 
of Desplaines street to the river. Mounted 
policemen will be stetioned at short intervals 
along these lines. 


Congestion on Union Loop. 

Reporters for THE TRIBUNE who investi- 
gated. conditions on elevated trains in the 
evening found conditions practically the 
same on every line With trains creeping 
slowly around the loop, the rear of some 
trains but a few feet ahead of the motor car 
of the next train, every car crowded far de- 
gond its capacity, and thousands of passen- 
gers pouring on to the platforms and clamor- 
ing to be permitted to board the already 
filled cars, the condition could not gere been 
more chaotic. 

On the Metropolitan trains the n 
was worse at the Marshfield avenue station 
than at any of the loop stations.

Among Alleged Victims. 


POISONED FOR INSURANCE. 


Grewsome Series of Murders Revealed 
by Arrest in Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Nov 27.—[Speciai.)— 
Bridwet Carey. 32 years old, was arrested to- 
right upon the most grewsome charge ever 
made against a woman in this state—the mur- 
der of five persons, including her husband and 
two ohildren, for $1,000, the sum of the in- 
surance on their lives. 

The police are positive that the woman fs 
guilty of the murders charged against her 
and equally positive that she planned the 
sacrifice of other lives to collect insurance 
carried on them. The officers Who arrested 
her in her home tonight found the third and 
youngest of her children near death, showing 
éxactly the same symptoms as shown just 
before thé énd by the five who died in her 
house. 

The woman ran a boarding house and made 
a practice of persuading ber boarders to take 
out policiés in ber name. She paid also the 
premiums on small policies she had per- 
euaded some of her neighbors to take out. 
From what the police already have learned 
the woman had fairly entered upon à prec- 
tice of wholesale murder for insurance. 


Vive Die in Eleven Months.

CAREY, PATRICK, her husband, aged 35 years, 
insured for 6280 
CAREY, MARY, a daughter, 
eurea for 118.

The woman’s arrest followed an investiga- 
tion mage into the deaths of her two girl 
children, which occurred last week. It was 
said at the time that their deaths were caused 
by eating poisoned candy or candy that con- 
tained deleterious substances. An analysis 
of candy such as the children are said to 
have purchased showed that it contained 
no poisonous substance and when Coroner's 
Physician Wadsworth made an analysis of 
the stomachs of the children he found the 
little girls died from arsenical poisoning. 
Slays Two Girls for $260, 
According to Captain of Detectives Donag- 
hy it Was tearned that the children were 
insured for $125 each and that Mrs. Carey 
collected this amount after their deathe. 
The police officiais way they learned that 
the woman hed secured rat poison and on 
further investigation found that Patrick and 
Cecelia Cock, brother and sister, who lived 
with Mrs. Carey, had died within a few 
months under suspicious circumstances. The 
woman’s husband died ten months ago. 
Mies Cecelia Cook had been the lessor of 
the boarding house and Mrs. Carey was 
A tenant. The police officials say that Miss

Cook, her brother, and that on Aug. 18 she 
died. Patrick had been insured for $500 in 
favor of his sister.

Thereupon Patrick Cook made his tnsur- 
ande in favor of Mrs. Carey and shortly 
thereafter was stricken i] and died. 


Gets Death Certificate Easily. 

When Mise Cook died a phyeiciah who had 
attended her was visited by M. Carey, the 
police say, and asked to sign a death cer- 
tificate for ineurance attesting that che died 
of heart disease. As he had previously at- 
tended her for Heart trouble and knew that 
she wap liable to @e at any moment he 
signed the certificate, though he had hot 
been in attendance on the woman just prior 
to her death. Miss Cook died on Aug, 13, and 
on Sept. 17 her brother died suddenly in much 
the same manner as his Aster. 

The police officials say. that Mre. Carey 
secured the insurance. After the death of 
the children the police learned that the wom- 
an’s husband die@eudttenly about ten months 
ago, and from physicians who were called in 
at various times during the ifiness of the al- 
leged victims they were urged to make a 
rigid Investigation. 

In ah effort to avoid publicity no effort was 
made to arrest the woman until lete tenight. 
It was after 10 o'clock when Detective Joe 
Miller and Isaacs, with Frank Paul, a cor- 
oner’s deputy, arrived at Mre. Carey’s house 
with a warrant charging her with suspicion 
of having murdered ber husband and two 
children.

Troops Resist Attack. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIPUNDE.] 
TANGIER, Nov. 27.~An attack by Anghera 
tribesmen today on the house outside this 
city formerly occupied by Walter B. Harris, 
correspondent of the London Times, was re- 
sisted by troops furnished by Raisuli as well 
as the government commander here. 
of the tribesmen were killed. The defending 
force suffered no casualties. 

Harris says the fighting occurred in full 
view of the Prench and Spanish warships, 
but no assistance was given or offered. 
Owing to the manner in which French offi- 
cers have been insulted by natives when 
ashore in uniform they have been ordered 
always to land in civiNan drese. 

The incident is mot regarded here as being 
of any great importance, as similar outrages 
are of almost daily occurrence. 

Mr. Harris has not lived in the house for 
two years, in consequence of the frequent at- 
tacks made upon it. 


Threats Drive Harris Away. 
The house attacked is on the east shore of 
the day, just off the beach at the foot of the 
hills, and is about three miles from the city. 
Harris, who is wealthy, put a lot of money 
in the property. He has tried to make himself 
a power in Morocco similar to that exercised 
by De Blowitz in Europe, but has not succeed- 
ed to any great extent. About three years 
ago he got a bit more active and unpopular 
than usual, and he received several hints 
that it was not safe for him to dwell in his big 
white castle. The hints were followed by 
bullets... Then he moved to the Hotel Cecil, 
from which he could survey the situation 
without fear of bodily harm. 
Harris in the meantime kept writing letters 
to the London Times that the country was in a 
state of anarchy, and that an Englishman 
was not safe. He emphasized this point by 
citing his own case, and dwelling on the fact 
that he was prevented from living in his own 
home. 
The persistency of Harris in keeping the 
British authorities informed of the situation 
may have had something to do with the latest 
attack on his house. 


Spain Organizes Brigade. 
MADRID, Nov. 27.—Acording to dispatches 
received here from Cadiz, a brigade of 4,000 
men is being organized there to be ready 
for any development in the Moroccan situa- 
tion. 


BIDS DEFIANCE TO THE LORDS. 


Bitter Feeling Over Education Bill Re- 
flected by Demand That Amend- 
ments Be Rejected. 


LONDON, Nov. 27.—The intensity of the 
political feeling aroused by the house of 
lords’ treatment of the education dill found 
expression today in an emergency meeting 
of the general committee of the National 
Liberal federation, at which a resolution 
was unanimously adopted urging the gov- 
ermment to take the drastic step of totally 
rejecting the lords’ amendments to the bill. 
It further demanded that it resolutely 
determine that the present parliament shall 
not come to an end until steps are taken to 
bring to a final erbitrament the question 
whether the house of peers should any longer 
possess the right of veto on the will of the 
people, as declared by the house of com- 
mons.” 
A letter from Sir Henry Campbell-Bancrer- 
man was read, in which the premier said: 
“The education bill, as passed by the house 
of commons, was a bill which the country de- 
manded in unmistakable terms at the gen- 
eral election. It now seems to have been 
turned into a travesty of its original form. 
As amended it perpetuates, if it does not 
extend, the grievances and wrongs fixed 
upon the country by the act of 1902.”’

PRODUCES CHEMICAL PLANTS. 


French Scientist Grows Vegetables from 
Pinch of Sulphate of Copper and 
Small Amount of Glucose. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, Nov. 27.—The Academy of Sciences 
yesterday heard Prof. d’Arsonval describe 
artificial vegetables, which he exhibited, that 
were produced by the methods of Prof. le 
Due of the Nantes Medical school, 

Prof. d' Arsonval interested his colleagues 
greatly, but unfortunately for the lay public 
did not say whether these so-called vege- 
tables are edible. “Although they are de- 
scribed as vegetables, they have notaing of 
vegetables in their makeup. But they be- 
have after their production as do the real 
vegetables they resemble under natural con- 
ditions. 

Into the composition of these products 
nothing living enters. Prof. le Duc makes 
a seed in pill form of one part sulphate of 
copper and two parts giucose. This is de- 
posited in a bouillon made of gelatine, to 
waich are added 3 per cent of ferro-cyanide 
of potassium and a little sea salt. 

The seed develops sometimes on the sur- 
face of the liquid, sometimes in its depths, 
and finally gives birth to plants resembling 
seaweed and other marine plants.

Cuts Throat and Wrist Because His Fel- 
low Employes Accused Him ofa 
Serious Offense.

TILL ACCOUNTS ARE CLEAR. 


Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Takes Action to Stop Practice of 
Township Treasurers in Loaning 
Money on Insufficient Security— 
$92,312 in Loans on Personal Se- 
curity one Year’s Record of Sys- 
— Declared Illegal. 


Springfield, I., Nov. 27. —[ Special. }—-Foi- 
lowing the failure on the part of township 
treasurers to comply with the law, county 
superintendents of schools have been notified 
to hold up the distributive fund of the state. 
The order was issued today by Alfred Bayliss, 
stc.t- superintendent of publio instruction, 
on the eve of his retirement from office. 

The final order is the result of a campaign 
that has been going. on for four years. It is 
said that a large number of treasurers have 
followed the plan of loaniug money on uncer- 
tain surety, and the action was taken for the 
purpose of stopping leaks in the school fund. 
The order will affect every county in the 
state. 


Gets Evidence Against Treasurers. 

Information has been secured: by Mr. Bay- 
liss to the effect that a majority of the treas- 
urers have been violating the law, and he can 
determine no other way of getting at the of- 
fenders than to stop e revenue in each and 
every county. It is charged that the funds 
have been leaned without the security ro- 
qutred by law, and in spite of many warnings, 
the practice has been ¢ontinued. 

The records show that loans made on per- 
sonal security during the year amount to 
$92,812. The value of outstanding notes with 
personal security on June 30 was $894,716. 

A law to remedy this system was presented 
to the legislature several years ago, when it 
was found that a large amount of money was 
beimg lost on securities. The law was not 
taken seriously by members of the legisla- 
ture, who believed the fosses were trifling, and 
should be looked after in the various localities 
in which they occurred. The law finally was 
turned down, after if had been approved by 
State Supt. Bayliss, and another investigation 
was commenced. 


Old Statute Aids Bayless. 


A nin prohibiting the loaning of money 
except on good security finally was passed, 

Under the act it would be necessary to file 
suit against each township treasurer who 
had loaned money without taking proper 
security. 

The undertaking was considered too great, 
and finally an old statute whioh gives the 
state superintendent the right to hold up 
funds was discovered, and he has taken oc- 
casion to. utilize it in dealing with those who 
have not complied with the statute as enact- 
ed by the general assembly for the protection 
of echool funds.

Future of the Interurban Trolley. 

It is announced that the electric traction 
holdings of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford have been increased by the pur- 
chase of the trolley system which was con- 
trolled by the late Edgar K. Ray.
